MAYENCE,  Germany,  Sept.  21. — A  great  explosion 
today  at  the  chemical  products  plant  of  the  Badische  Anil- 
ihfabrik  C6mpaiiy  at  CTppau.  on  the  Rhine,  wrecked  the 
town  and  spread  death  and  destruction.  The  number  of 
killed  is  estimated  at  from  1 .000  to  1,500.  and  ti^siii  jure  d  at 
nearly  2,000.  One  report  says  there  were  3,000  mlhiwyi  the 
spot,  and  it  is  believed  th)t  about  half  of  them  were  Killed. 

Oppau  is  a  scene  of  desola  more  than  a  third  of  the 
houses  havinj::  l)ccn  destroyctl,  while  the  roofs  of  others 
were  swept  <>tl     licrr  also  many  were  killed  or  injured. 

The  explosion  is  attributed  by  some  to  excess  pressure 
in  two  adjoining  gasometers,  this  part  of  the  works  being 
pulverized.  Where  the  gasometers  stood  is  now  a  ftmnel- 
shaped  hole  130  yards  wide  and  forty-five  yards  deep,  while 
twisted  girders  and  dehris  lie  scattered  about.  For  SCVCra) 
hundred  yards  not  a  wall  is  left  standing. 

The  directorate  of  the  company  is  quoted  as  saying  that 
the  explosion  occurred  in  «  storehouse  conUining  4,000 
tons  of  nitrous  sulphate,  which  was  believed  to  bcf  free  from 
<fan^:!^er  of  explosion. 

All  nearby  workmen's  dwellings  were  ra/cd.  At  Mann- 
heim, across  tiie  river,  325  persons  were  injured. 

Three  workmen  on  trains  were  buried  under  the  wreck- 
age and  many  children  injured  at  Ludwigshkfen.

ITie"  public 
men.  labor  leaders  and  persons  In 
authority  are  alive  to  this  condition 
and  at«  determined  thst  Oreat  Britain 
shall  not  fall,  bat  nhall  bo  greater  In 
future  tban  Over  before,  tbe  apeokOr 
said.
